The world situation was precari- 
ous at that time. The first-rate 
powers were in a fine state of bal- 
ance—like a mixture of chemicals, 
ready to explode with the addition 
of some catalytic substance—a rash 
speech for example. 


AT CROSSROADS 


The Russo-Japanese war was 
three years past. Germany had 
come to a crossroads and was a lit- 
tle off the path. She was carrying 
on a naval race with Great Britain, 
a military race with France. 

The Algeciras conference, at 
which England, Russia and Italy 
had opposed the fatherland in 
agrecing to recognise the priority 
of French interests in Morocco, 
had left her somewhat of an 
Ishmael among nations. 


So the German foreign office evi- 
dently believed the Kaiser had spo- 
ken too freely. 

The Hale interview was to ap- 
pear in the Century Magazine, De- | 
cember, 1908. The German foreign 
office gave it a thorough editorial 
scouring, removing most of the dy- 
namite. 

Then, it was decided the inter- 
view should be suppressed.

The crates declined to sink and 
the Bremen lowered boats and took 
them aboard again.

GOOD BRITISH PRECEDENT 

For once at least the British taxpayer is a 
lucky man. Mr. Chamberlain has a balance of 
$200,000,000 in the treasury. In consequence 
there is to be a reduction of income taxes, 
restoration of civil servants’ pay and unemploy- 
ment relief, and reduction in automobile license 
fees. sg 

Explaining this happy turn of events, the 
Chancellor said: “Great Britain has regained its 
place as the first exporting country of the 
world.” 

Canada’s Minister of Finance will some day 
be able to bring in a similarly favorable budget. 
That will be when Canada also regains the 
exporting position it oceunied before we told 
other countries they could no longer trade their 
products for ours; and when our Government 
provides the country with an ample supply of 
cheap money. What trade and money policies 
did for Britain they can do for Canada.

WHAT SHOULD BE DONE 

One thing the legislature did in its closing 
hours which will meet with about as unanimous 
approval as any action of a public body can be 
expected to evoke. It accepted the report of a 
committee as to what should be the character 
and functions of Canada’s Central Bank. 

The committee recommend that the bank be 
owned by the Government of Canada; that it 
be made the fiscal agent of the provincial gov- 
ernments and municipalities, financing their 
short term requirements; that it control cur- 
rency and credit so as to maintain a more stable 
general price level; and that the chartered 
banks be allowed to re-discount notes at the 
Central Bank and thus enabled to supply short 
and intermediate term credit to the public. 

This is a summarised statement of what a 
Central Bank should be and should do. Oper- 
ated in that way, the Central Bank could do 
more to stabilize conditions in Capada, and 
keep them stabilized, than all that has been 
done by the Dominion parliament and nine pro- 
vincial legislatures since the depres 
to tighten down. 


WHO GETS THE TRADE? 

The silver committee of the United States 
senate unanimously demanded immediate pas- 
sage of legislation under which silver would be 
accepted at higher than commodity prices in 
payment for exported farm products. Senator 
King, chairman, said the unanimous view of 
the committee is that “Silver must be lifted 


from its status as a commodity and made a 
primary money.” 

What the United es holds in the Chinese 
and other Oriental eis the senate commit- 
tee intends that it s keep, by accepting the 
silver of those countries in payment at a money 


valuation. Canada’s parliament at the present 
session expressly refused to do anything of the 
kind, under advice of Hon. E. N. Rhodes 
Minister of Finance. 

Only one guess is needed as to which coun- 
try is going to supply China with wheat and 
other products shipped from this continent. 
Washington is taking special measures to enable 
Chinese and other Oriental peoples to buy the 
products of the United States. Ottawa is mak- 
ing it impossible for them to buy Canadian 
products. 


-WHO’S GOVERNMENT IS IT? 

The U.F.A. members of the legislature— 
some of whom gained election in 1921 by de- 
nouncing the party caucus as a thing of evil 
and a public menace—remained over on Mon- 
day for a post-session caucus, and ere coming 
back in June or July to do some more caucas- 
ing. The subject of cogitation is what to do 
with, to or about the make-up, character and 
standing of the Brownlee Government. 

The U.F.A. members naturally feel they 
would like to get re-elected when time com- 
pels the holding of another general election 
They would, also naturally, rather figure in the 
next legislature as supporters of a government 
than as members of an opposition group. The 
problem is what kind of a government can be 
presented to the electors with a fair chance 
of winning their confidence and gaining the 
sanction to rule. That the present cabinet would 
be rejected by the electors, and its supporters 
defeated, is apparently assumed. 

Two alternatives present themselves to the 
anxious caucasers. The present cabinet might 
be reorganized, some of the too conspicuous 
members being cRased into the wilderness and 
their places filled by deserving gentlemen from 
the ranks of the U.F.A. members in the house. 

Or the ministry might be transmogrified in- 
to what is pleasantly called a “coalition” gov- 
ernment, some Conservative, Labor and Inde- 
pendent members of the legislature being given

The latter alternative is said to be favored 
by the Government's supporters, on the ground 
that only a complete reconstruction of the cab- 
inet, on new lines and with a different name, 
can divert public attention from some unlovely 
traditions and make success possible at the polls. 

The plain fact, stripped of political caicula- 
tions, of course is that the present Government 
has lost public confidence, and that in conse- 
quence a general election is due immediately. 
The legislature has just closed a session which 
found the people of the province in the most 
wretched conditions they have known. Wot one 
piece of legislation was passed or one shift of 
public policy made during the session which 
promises to relieve those conditions in any im- 
portant way. It was a session barren of re- 
sults. For the reason that the Government ob- 
viously has no program of recovery, and gives 
no sign of being able to produce one. 

Even what kind of a Government it now is 
no one can say with certainty. The U.F.A. con- 
vention which met in January decided upon 
complete affiliation with the C.C.F.; but the 
Government has explicitly declined to define 
its position with reference to that body. The 
convention wanted unalienated land nationaliz- 
ed; which the Government has made no move 
to do. The convention called for the closing 
of the beer parlofs; and the beer parlors have 
been allowed to stay open an hour longer in 
the evening and to sell beer in bottles for con- 
sumption off the premises. The convention de- 
manded a reduction of interest rates on prov- 
incial bonds; Government members and sup- 
porters voted down a proposal that bond-hold- 
ers be asked to accept lower rates. 

Quite plainly it is no longer a U.F.A. Gov- 
ernment; and it has not said it is a C.C.F. Gov- 
ernment. As it stands at present the adminis- 
tration is an orphan, with no party responsible 
for it, save the perplexed group of U.F.A. mem- 
bers who are casting about for some means to 
save it from defeat and preserve power to them- 
selves. It is now simply a Government of the 
“ins”, without popular representative capacity, 
bankrupt of initiative, bereft of hope unless by 
changing its personnel and its name it may by 
subterfuge secure a new lease of power. 

It is time for a general provincial election. 
But the one positive plank in the platform of 
the Government and its supporters is that an 
election must be stood off.as long as possible.

The Passing Show

A horrible happening at Powell River, a 
company town in B.C., where newsprint is 
manufactured, fas shocked the people of 
Canada. A ten-year-old boy was missed from 
his play. A few days later his battered body 
was dug out of a sandpit near his home. A 14- 
year-old schoolmate confess- 
ed that he had butchered the 
boy with an axe and hid the 
body. He said he did it for 
revenge. 

It appears the elder boy's 
family kept a_ half-breed 
Airedale dog. The dog had 
attacked the younger boy 
some time ago and bitten him 
so badly that the police 
magistrate ordered the ani- 
mal to be shot. 

The elder lad—the killer—is admittedly 
mentally sub-normal. His warped mind had 
brooded on the loss of the dog. By some strange 
perversion he blamed the little chap for it— 
probably thought as most dog-owners do that

as their own particular wolf doesn’t bite them, : 


that he won't bite other folk unless teased. At 
any rate, the elder boy felt aggrieved that the 
younger one hadn't allowed himself to be 
chewed up without protest. He blamed him for 
the death of the dog. When he got his chance 
he attacked the younger one with an axe and 
killed him, 

The coroner’s jury—all residents of Powell 
River—recommended that the young killer be 
sterilized 


What the jury really meant was that the 
boy’s parents should have been sterilized be- 
fore they ever begat him. 

The father is said by a coast paper to be a 
man of pronounced criminal tendencies. 

The mother was an inmate of a mental hos- 
pital before she conceived the boy. She was 
liberated on so called “patriotic” grounds when 
her husband decided to go overseas in 1916. 
The grounds have proved to be more idiotic 
than patriotic. When the mother was brought 
before the magistrates court the press reports 
state “she was incoherent and was unable to 
state the exact age of the boy. She said vaguely 
that he might have been born during 1922. 
(He was born two years before 1922.) 

In face of the pitiful and tragic facts, with 
one bright young lad in his grave and the other 
boy facing trial for murder, the bottom seems 
to drop out of the argument of those who say 
it is sinful for the state to take steps to ensure 
that criminals and idiots shall not reproduce 
their kind. It had been kinder to the parents 
of the self-confessed killer had one or both of 
ther been relieved the responsibility of 
parenthood before this deed became possible. 

Putting a sub-normal boy on trial is a cruel 
farce. It's quite clear that his future is to be 
a financial burden to an already burdened 
public, with neither hope for the public nor 
joy for the youth and his parents. 
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If the unfortunate man James Fahey of 
Jasper is not pardoned before these lines get 
into print, there’s hope for him in the action of 
the Tennesee authorities in another case where 
an accused had evaded the law officers for nine 


years.

of honest living can purge the other. 


The efforts of a young Windsor lawyer to 
avoid paying the radio tax, by claiming that 
no proof was given that he had operated his 
radio set, are blamed by an official of the 
Canadian Radio Commission for a drop of over 
$100,000 in radio license receipts last year. As 
a matter of calculation there are 401,058 radios 


in Canada on which the owners omitted to pay . 


a $2 license fee last year. 

The radio official probably had his tongue 
in his cheek when he blamed the Gignac case 
for the $100,000 drop. He probably knows quite 
well that the $100,000 is the price paid for using 
the Canadaian Radio Commission network as a 
tool for the illegal use of the French language 
in the stations of the English-speaking prov- 
inces. People who prefer to tune in on English 
programs from U.S. stations don't feel any 
moral obligation to pay for the support of 
French-language propaganda. 


A heavy western vote went to Premier Ben- 
nett in the last general election by way of pro- 
test against the bi-lingual license renewal 
notices issued under Premier King. Of this 
fact I know that Premier Bennett was not per- 
sonally unaware. The protesters now realise 
that no matter what government is in power 
at Ottawa, Quebec pulls the strings. Hence the 
quiet financial protest. 

The Quebec string-pullers by nature are 
unfitted to comprehend Anglo-Saxon psy- 
chology in these matters. They assume that 
Anglo-Saxons are susceptible to the same 
pressures that affect themselves. But the mem- 
bers of the Commission should know otherwise. 
Most likely the policy is dictated from above. 

It is a pity, because French is a beautiful 
and expressive language and ought not to be 
used to rouse resentment against itself.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—N. O. D., Fullerton, Calif.: “At 
the beauty shop where I go, they advised that I 
drink at least 8 glasses of water a day. How- 
ever, my mother tells me that this will only 
stretch the abdominal wall and now I don't 
know what to do. Also will you tell me whether 
I should use a warm soapy enema.” 

ANSWER-—It is probably true that most peo- 
ple do not drink enough water and I advise 
that you secure several glasses each day. I 
see no reason to believe that if the water drink- 
ing is spread over the entire day that it would 
cause any stretching of the abdominal wall. I 
do not advise the use of a soapy enema. Asa 
general rule, I prescribe the plain water enema, 
although occasionally in cases of colitis, it is ad- 
visable to add baking soda to this. Also where 
there is an extremely stubborn case of constipa- 
tion, it is sometimes helpful for the patient to 
use olive oil in the enema during the first few 
days of the treatment. 

QUESTION—Mrs. J. R., Du Bois, Pa: “A 
friend of mine has drooping eyelids and will ap- 
preciate any advice. I will watch for your 
answer and make sure that it reaches him.” 

ANSWER—Drooping eyelids are caused by 
paralysis or inflammation of the nerves supply- 
ing the muscles of the eyelids. Sometimes a 
fasting and dieting regimen is helpful and os- 
teopathic or chiropractic treatments are fre- 
quently beneficial] especially if the doctor uses 
electrical treatments as given with the sinusoidal 
current as this current is of assistance in stimul- 
ating the nerves. 

QUESTION—M.L., Dubois, Pa., writes: “Will 
you please answer through the Express whether 
or not you believe I have a cancer. I am seven- 
teen years old and have a lump on my wrist.” 

ANSWER: I very much doubt whether a 
cancer ex sts as cancer is one of the degenera- 
tive diseases of middle-age, and is very seldom 
found in a patient as young as seventeen years. 
The best plan is for you to write to me again, 
repeating your question. In this way I will be 
able to send you some helpful material which 
may bring about a reduction of the lump at 
the wrist.

obedience, recalled the fate of the 
unhappy Pretextata, a lady of 
high lineage well known to St.

HIGHWAYS AND RAILWAYS 

Fditor Bulletin: — Regarding 
highways and railways, I do not 
agree with Mr. Kienitz suggest- 
ions as being practical or econ- 
omically sound. As I pointed out 
the trucks and busses are paying 
for the use they make of the 
highways and the railways have 
never heemable to compete with 
them on rates nor service except 
at a lors, The railways cannot 
use such small units as Mr. 


Kienitz suggests, due to problems 


of both management and oper- 
ation, Such a scheme might be 
worth considering if the lines 
were double tracked. Railways 
in the United States have not 
used either trucks or busses on 
the rails to any appreciable ex- 
tent although they are experi- 
menting with light passenger 
trains. In some of the eastern 
States they have secured a great 
deal of the local freight for the 
railway companies by using 
trucks themselves. Probably the 
best argument against the sug: 
gestion made is that railway ex- 
ecutives have carefully studied 
the whole matter fro mevery 
angle and have turned them 
down. The suggestions are not 
new. It is not because our gov- 
ernment and railway executives 
are incompetent that the changes 
have not been made but rather 
because they are competent to 
visualize the practical objections 
and operating difficulties. 

A reasonable solution of our 
transportation system would be 
the co-ordination of railway and 
highway facilities. I do not sug- 
gest for a moment that we resign 
our fate to any one form. I fully 
recognize that the railways must 
continue to handle the great bulk 
of both freight and passengers 
over long distances, To admit 
that because this is so we should 
discourage ail other forms of 
transportation and the construc- 
tion of good roads seems to me to 
be about as sensible as to claim 
that because aeroplanes cannot 
carry wheat to Montreal they 
should be prohibited from carry- 
ing mail or passengers anywhere. 

It is true that some of the 
trucks and busses have been off 
the highways recently but we 
may point out that the public are 


still getting the benefit of their | 


competition in lower rates and 
more courteous treatment from 
the railways. 

With regard to the radius with- 
in which trucks are operating. It 
is not true that any important 
tonnage of livestock or freight is 
being hauled anywhere near 400 
miles. At Edmonton very little 
livestock comes into the yards or 
packing plants from points more 


than 100 miles distant and there 
are no single freight runs in Al- 
berta longer than from Calgary 
to Edmonton. 


Highways are necessary. If 
they are, have we enough of 
them? Does the Peace River 


area need highways or railways 
the most? Has not the aeroplane 
been the most important factor in 
the development of our northern 
mineral areas? and may we not 
yet expect to see both the trucks 
and railways assist? 
. I would like to know why the 
railways should not be subjected 
to competition when every other 
type of industry is forced to meet 
it from every possible source. Is 
the development and advance- 
ment of our people to be measur- 
ed by the amount of profits our 
railways make or by the use they 
are able to make of every mod- 
ern development in transpor- 
tation and industrial practice?

In sharp conrrast to the thetig| 
season of 1933, which was unusu- 
ally late due to heavy and late 
snowfalls, the spring of this year 
saw open, dry weather, which en- 
abled a start on farm work to be 
made at an early date, according 
to the first of the 1934 fortnightly 
crop reports of the provincial ag- 
ricultural department, released on 
Thursday. 

In the southern and eastern dis- 
tricts this year, most farmers were 
at work upon the land during the 
first week in April, two weeks ear- 
lier than last year, and seeding be- 
came general in these areas by 
April 16, as compared with 
first week in May of last year. 

In central and northern sections 
of the province, spring work start- 
ed this year in the week of April | 


the 


|16 and is now fairly extensive, but 


will not become general until the 


| first week in May and even later 


in some northern districts. Seeding 


{in some of the southern districts is 


50 per cent completed. 


NO RESERVE MOISTURE 
Surface moisture conditions gen- 
erally throughout the pnovince are; 
good, but there is comparatively 
little reserve moisture, save in 
some of the northern districts. In| 
the south, while moisture condi- 
tions are better. than for some 
years, high winds have prevailed 
at periods during the last two 
weeks, rapidly drying the land and 
in a few areas where strip farm- 
ing is not yet the practice, soi! 
drifting has been bad. The central 
and northern areas also have ex- 
perienced some high winds, but 
moisture conditions are very satis- 
factory in most of these areas. The 
land in some of these northern lo- 
calities is still quite wet and spring 
work consequently later.

THE EDGE OF A WATER | 
HAZARD 

The amended definition of a haz- 
ard, in the Rules of Golf, which 
states: “It is the duty of the auth-| 
orities in charge of a course accur- | 
ately to define the extent of the 
hazards,” will be hailed with joy | 
by the players of many golf courses 
in Canada. | 
Two courses in particular there 
are whose players will welcome 
this. On one very beautiful course 
{in the east there is a brook running | 
jacross two or three fairways which 
jis, of course, a water hazard. But 
| players sometimes drive their balls 
jeither just short of the hazard or| 
| just over if, in neither case being | 


able to take their stance because} 
of the almost perpendicular clay | 
|banks of the creek. The “extent”! 
of that hazard is a constant source | 
of argument 

Here is a sample of the argu- 
ment: A says: My ball has crossed | 
the water hazard but it lies too! 


close to the bank to permit me to 
take my stance and play in the di- 
Therefore, 1| 


so that I can take a} 
stance, but having already crossed | 
the water hazard, I should not be} 
required to again play over it. I| 
should be allowed to drop my ball | 
on the side of the brook on which 


jit lies. e 


His opponent objects Bs says: 
You must play your ball as it lies 
or take the penalty of stroke and| 
distance for deeming it an unplay- 
able ball. Or in stroke play, you 
may lift your ball under Stroke 
Rule 11 and either accept the pen- 
alty of stroke and distance or play 


the ball from behind where you 
lifted it, under penalty of two 
strokes. Since you cannot tee and 


play the ball between where it lies 
jand the edge of the brook, you 


|must go back across the brook to) 


tee and play your ball. 

The Rules of Golf are very much 
that way. There are places where 
the penalty does not seem fair, but 
| certainly, unless there is a local 
rule which states that the extent 
| of that water hazard extends be- 
jyond the edge of the bank, A is 
| given no permission to lift his ball 
| except as the rules provide. 
| player should allow for such haz- 
}ards, If he cannot carry them and 
place his ball well out of danger, 
then he should play short of them. 
It is just as fair to him as to his 
opponent or fellow-competitor who 
{must accept the same penalty if his 
| ball happens to finish its journey 
{in the same spot, If the ball landed 
jin the water hazard the player is 
| permitted to drop his ball in or 
| behind that hazard under penalty 
lof one stroke. Then he would be 
much better to play cautiously and 
thus avoid either being in the haz- 
|ard or being so close to its margin 
that he finds it impossible to play 
his next stroke in comfort. 

There is another course with a 
water hazard on one long hole, the 
hazard just being about nice dis- 
tance to be caught by a fair second 
stroke, The committee in charge of 

| the course has stretched a wire net 
over the water-course with a scant- 
ling at either side 
holding the net. Again there is 
need for a local Solomon to settle 
the disputes which arise when a 
player's ball is so close to that 
scantling that it cannot be played 
The committee has not defined the 
extent of the hazard beyond stat- 
|ing that a ball may not be played 
off the wire. If it is on the wire 
}the penalty must be accepted. But 
| if it is so close to the scantling that 
it cannot be played, then it would
